HE Inter-Scholastic Meet has proven to he the most ink Testing ami 
suecessfnl event adopted by the University to arouse and stimulate 
the High Schools of the state. The meet was planned in the winter 
of llMltt. when tin- invitation to the Ili^h Schools was fnmmlly ex- 
tended jjf tin' State Teachers' Association at Anaconda. 

According to the plan us proposed the University agreed to pay the en- 
1irv expenses of (hive i-umt i^stji tits fro its each Hi^'fs School on tlu L accredited 
list. It was also agreed that contest ants from schools not on the accredited 
] Ls-t would he received on the sssme conditions sis others, except that railroad 
fare would not he paid. Schools were urged to send as many contestants as 
possible, smd all who came as contestants were eared for while in the, city. 
Nearly every ftchoo] delegation was accompanied by one of the teachers as 

ehAperoh. 

Tin." plan c.f paying the eotire expense of so many contestants, from 
sacli remote places. was a dmihtLul undertaking, as the expense would he 
hirire, ami there was no way of telling how well it would be patronised. The 
citizens of Missoula promptly snhscri Led several hundred dollars to he Used 
in ease of deficit. 

Students, fm-ully uud rilizens entered heartily into the scheme. The lli^'h 
School teachers and pupils in the city tfave generous anri loyal support. 
The result was that the first year's meet, on which so much depended, was a 
success ill every way, ami the permanency id the mccl as an annual event 
wa* assured. 

During the lirsi two years the meet paid all expenses With favorable 
weather it will continue to do so, as interest in llic event is growing, HlgH 
School pupils. University students and faculty, and citizens generally, look 
forward with much anticipation to the time of the meet. The old men be- 
-erne hoys ajfain when they see the enthusiasm of the contestants, The High 
School people rally to the support of the contestants from the school and make 
unity of spirit among the body of representatives, studmils and faculty from 
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the I'nivcrsity take pleasure in entertaining tin- visitor*, and in assisting 
them in various ways.
